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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another 
filed in the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an 
international application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), 
and (4) of section 371 (c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors 
Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology 
Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. 
patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)). 

1. Claims 2-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nieminen (6,526,296). 

Regarding claim 2, Nieminen discloses a folding portable communication 
unit 1 which is composed of first and second cabinets 2, 3 and a hinge 4 for so 
supporting the first and second cabinets 2, 3 that they are rotational around the 
hinge 4 (See figs. 1-2) comprising: first display/data-input means 5a, 5b which 
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displays a first information related to mobile telephone communication, inputs a 
first data related to the communication, and is situated on an obverse surface of 
the first and second cabinets 2, 3; second display/data-input means 6a, 6b which 
displays a second information related to mobile telephone communication, inputs 
a second data related to the communication, and is situated on a rear cover of 
the first and second cabinets 2, 3, wherein the second information can be 
watched and the second data can be inputted by a user in case that the first and 
second cabinets 2, 3 are folded (See figs. 1-2 and col. 2 lines 38-53, col. 4 lines 
4-25, col. 8 line 63 to col. 9 Iine27). 

Regarding claims 3-5, Nieminen discloses as cited in claim 2. Nieminen 
further discloses the first and second cabinets 2, 3 include controlling functions, 
and are provided with control means which decides whether input information is 
to be displayed on the first display/data-input means 5a, 5b or the second 
display/data-input means 6a, 6b depending on a kind of the input information 
(See figs. 1-3 and col. 5 line 38 to col. 6 line 67), wherein the control means is 
further provided with means for detecting whether the first and second cabinets 
2, 3 are folded or not and decides whether the input information is to be 
displayed on the first display/data-input means 5a, 5b or the second display/data- 
input means 6a, 6b depending on a result of detection performed by the 
detecting means (See figs. 2-3 and col. 7 line 1 to col. 8 line 15, col. 8 line 16 to 
col. 9 line 27). 

Regarding claim 6, Nieminen discloses as cited in claim 3. Nieminen 
further discloses the input information is displayed on the first display/data-input 
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means in case that the input information is pictorial information (See figs. 1-2 and 
col. 8 lines 45-62). 

Regarding claim 7, Nieminen discloses as cited in claim 3. Nieminen 
further discloses the control means further comprises means for displaying the 
input information on the second display/data-input means in accordance with 
instruction of the user (See figs. 1-2 and col. 8 line 63 to col. 9 line 27). 

Regarding claim 8, Nieminen discloses as cited in claim 2. Nieminen 
further discloses a common display driver 13 that drives both of the first and 
second displays (See fig. 3 and col. 6 lines 53-59). 

Regarding claim 9, Nieminen discloses as cited in claim 2. Nieminen 
further discloses the folding portable communication unit functions as a 
telephone when the portable communication unit is not folded, and is operable to 
perform a display for message function when the portable communication unit is 
folded (See figs. 1-3 and col. 5 lines 16-37, col. 7 lines 39-48, col. 2 lines 38-48). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 05/19/2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

a. In response to the Applicant's arguments (See Remark), the 
position was taken by the Examiner that "the PDA user interface of the 
Nieminen's wireless communication device is the same PDA user interface of the 
communicator mentioned in the prior art and relates to mobile communication" is 
clearly supported by the reference itself (See col. 2 lines 38-43, and col. 7 lines 
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39-48). For that reason, the Examiner remains the same rejections for all the 
pending claims.
